I can't imagine this level of frequency stability being unacceptable other 
than under the most rigorous long-duration, ultra-narrow-bandwidth CW 
requirements. AND -- I didn't do the same experiment with the ovens xonx, so 
I xdon'tx really know if the ovens make it any better than this! A real 
structured controlled experiment with multiple timed measurements of both 
delta temp and delta freq is what's called for here. If anybody really cares 
that much. <g> Anybody with the instrumentation to hand wanna volunteer?

For most users, the most meaningful stability test of an RX should be 
run right after turn-on, or maybe after 5 minutes. As Jack mentioned, 
leaving your R390 (A) on all day, or warming it up an hour or two early, 
uses up rare tubes. 


I don't notice any real drift on my R390As right after turnon. OTOH, 

the Knight ALlied R100 I used back in K3JVK days required me to chase a CW 
signal halfway across teh built-in Q multipalier's range during the 

first 30 minutes. 


And even the SP600 requires a little chasing of SSB sigs for a while.

I've been using Hoppes for a very long time myself and as you said, it 
definitely will dissolve all kinds of things.

Apparently, the poster did not take note of my advice to -carefully- apply 
the solvent to the seized part before leaping to keyboard and negatively 
commenting on a procedure he hasn't personally tried with respect to radio 
restorations. I don't recollect suggesting it be applied to soldered 
connections, near computer boards, used haphazardly, or as a cure for bad 
breath. Most of us will oil bearings and use Naval Jelly without dreading a 
drop in the wrong place will spell everlasting trouble!... I'd also hope 
that the users of a product new to them would read the label, which in this 
case includes a warning about use on nickel-plated surfaces. In any event, 
my experience-not conjecture or extrapolation- has been a misapplied drop 
does no harm when left on tinned (solder-coated) metal surfaces or bare 
steel..... and I would re-emphasize the cautions about using this, or any 
volatile solvent in the vicinity of heat, and where heat can't be safely 
used as part of the process, let it soak in for a day or two instead. 


Hopefully, the procedure I suggested might be an aid in an otherwise 
impossible situation where the last resort might have been the destruction 

of a hard to find part in a valued boatanchor- the recent experience posted 
here of a gentleman with a seized SP-600 knob being one example. I have 

used Hoppe's beneficially in BA restorations and at the office for some time 
now as an anti-seize solution that sometimes works where nothing else does, 
and without any trouble whatsoever. And yes, it does have an interesting odor.
